In Apparent Assassination Bid 


Spain King, Premier Escape Bomb | 


MADRID, Aug. 18 (AP).— 
Spanish police today investigated 
an apparent attempt to assas- 
sinate King Juan Carlos, his wife 
Queen Sofla. and Premier Adolfo 
Suarez. 

The attempt fajled only by a 
matter of minutes. A_ police 
source said a plastic bomb found 
last night on an overpass in the

Carter Affirms Support 
An Investigation Clears Lance 


Of Hlegal Banking Activities 


WASHINGTON (AP'.—Budget 
Director Bert Lance should nov 
be prosecuted for any of his 
transactions as president of two 
Georgia banks, the controller of 
the currency said today. 

After a month-long investiga- 
tion. Controller John Heimann 
said that he found no iMegalities 
by Mr. Lance, his bank or banks 
that loaned him money. “We do 
not believe the information de- 
veloped to Gate in the inquiry 
warrants the prosecution of any 
individuals,” Mr. Heimann said 
in his report to the Senate Gov- 
ernmental Affairs Committee. 

The report was important to 
Mr, Lance's future as one of 
President Carter's top presiden- 
tial advisers. Mr. Carter said 
last Sunday that he believed his 
Jongtime friend would “take the 
initiative or step aside” if it were 
shown he had done anything im- 
proper or illegal. 

President Carter declared his 
full confidence and support in 
Mr, Lance today afier the report 
Was released. 

“His services to this country 
can and should continue.” the 
President said. Mr. Carter flew 
back to Washington from Camp 
David to appear with Mr. Lance 
after the investigator submitted 
the report. 

Lance's Reaction 

Mr, Lance said today that he 
considers ihe report “a very fa- 
vorable report on my activities,” 
and added that he does not in= 
tend to resign. “T feel my abil- 
ity to carry out my job has not 
been damaged,” he said in a 
Statement. “In this regard, 1 
deeply appreciate the confidence 
which the President has ex- 
pressed in me,” 

Mr. Lance also complained 
about some of the news reporta 
of hus activities, saymg. “There 
have been, in some instances, 


inaccuracies.” He added, “I have 
no grudges to bear, I bear no 
resentment.” 

Later, however, he said, “J 
fecl strongly that if allepations 
such as those raised in recent 
days can eripple a person's abil- 
ity to carry out his or her job, 
then we are in bad shape in our 
country.”

Complicated Dealings 

Mr. Heimann. in his report. in- 
dicated that same of Mr. Lance's 
transactions were so complicated 
that he would like his office and

Ribicofi, D-Conn,, noted in re- 
leasing the report that the con- 
troller had not finshed alt of 
his investigation. Sen. BPibicoff 
sid that he would like Mr, Lance 
and Mr. Heimann τὸ testify at 
hearings Sept. 7 and 3.

PARIS. Aug. 18 ‘W1—French 
police arrested former CLA agent 
Philip Agee in the coastal port of 
Boulogne last night and ordered 
him deported to Belgium, the gov- 
ernment said today. 

The presence of the former 
agent. who quit the CIA in 1969 
and wrote a book identifying co- 
workers and exposing covert U.S. 
operations, was “undesirable” and 
could harm France's relations with 
“friendly countries.” the an- 
uouncement said. 

A spokesman for the U.S. Em- 
bassy said that the United States 

_ had not discussed Mr, Agee's pres- 
ence here with the French or 
exerted any pressure to have him 
expelled. “It is purely a French 
decision,” the spokesman said_ 

The 41-year-old former agent 
was expelled from Britain in June 
after 2 six-month court battle to 

' keep His residence there. He had 
lived in Britain for four years 
pefore his expulsion as 2 security 
‘isk. Information supplied by 
Mr, Agee’s French lawyer indi- 
cated that British and French 
police cooperated in yesterday's 
action. 

The lawyer, Jean-Michel Braun- 
schweig, said late today that he 
was not able to confirm whether 
Mr. Agee had already been ex- 
pelled from French territory, 
although the announcement from 
the Interior Ministry referred to 
the expulsion as having taken 
place. 

A welfare organization for for- 
eigners at Tournai, Belgium, said 
Mr. Agee arrived there today, 
UPi reported. 

Mr. Agee, evidently traveling 
under bis own name, arrived in 
France three weeks ago on 2 
tourist visa valid for three 
months. He has been living in 
the Netherlands, where he is 
seeking @ residence permit to 
enable him to finish a second 
book on the CIA.

India Picks Nani Palkhivala, 


Rights Activist, 


as U.S. Envoy

NEW DELHI, Aug. 18 (NYT).— 
Nani Palkhivala, a civil liber- 
tarian and staunch opponent of 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi's government, 
has been chosen as India’s new 
ambassador to the United States, 
an ‘informed source said today. 

Mr. Paikhivala, 2 lawyer, bad 
represented Prime Minister Gan- 
dhi in the election malpractice 
case that led to her emergency 
declaration suspending civil 
rights ‘im 1975. But he angrily 
quit the case in protest on the 
very day that she imposed the 
new order, and remained strenu- 
ously opposed to her thereafter. 

In Washington. Mr. Palkhivala 
will replace Kewal Singh, a de- 
Tender of Mrs. Gandhi’s emer- 
gency rule, who became ambas- 
sador to the United States 10 
months ago. 

Boost to Relations 

The government's decision to 
make the change in the impor- 
tant post was regarded here as 
another sign οἵ. ifs setermina- 
tion to build upon the affinity 
with the United States that has 
grown out of the resurgence of 


‘the Indian democracy in March, 


. Mr. Palkhivala, 57, a senior ad- 
vocate before the Supreme Cowt 
of India, is expected to take up 
the job within the next month 
or so.

Ford Backing 

Former President Ford had 
responded to the administration's

tional interest to get the pacts 
ratified. 

Although Mr. Kissinger referred 
to only one treaty, his statement, 
issued at the State Department. 
clearly endorsed the two project- 
ed pacts—one providing for the 
transfer of the Panama Canal 
and the Canal Zone to Pan- 
amanian control by 2000 and the 
other assuring the United States

Nominee for FBI 
Long an Activist

MONTGOMERY, Ala. Aug. 18 UNYT)—It 
Frank Johnson jr, President Carter's choice wo 
be cirector of the FBI, has time in his prospec- 
uve joo to delve into unsolved crimes, he might 
weil Gevote special attention to a bombing m 
Montgomery 10 years ago. 

This particular dynamite charge was set off 

beside the home of Mrs. Frank Jobnson sr., the 

derly widowed mother of Monigomery's con- 
oa federal district judge. 

Although investigations led to a dead end. the 
police believed that the real target was Judge 
Jonnson, whose own home was then protected 
by 24-hour pokce surveillance. 

The episode reveals just how recently it was 
that Judge Johnson's life was in danger because 
of his decisions on e¢ivil rights. which kept him 
in sustained conflict with Alabama politicians. 

As civil rights litigation yielded to grudging 
compliance, such personal hostility abated to the 
poirt that 2 couple of years ago the zuard around 
Lis house could be quietly discontinued. 

Sti an Activist 

But if the hostility bas abated, his judicial 
activism has not, Even today, 2 host of Alabama 
state agencies, including all prisons and mental 
hospitals, operate under the watchful eye of 
dudge Johnson as they struggle to bring condi- 
tions up to “mizimum constitutional standards” 
of custody and treatment as defined by him. 
law-school textbook could be filled with con~ 
ions] landmarks that began in Judge John- 
son's cowt. Be was the member of the papel 
that decided an early reapportionment case that, 
when It reached the U.S. Supreme Court, became 
the one-man, one-vote decision. He has ordered 
the state's property-tax structure thoroughly 
revised. He rendered the trial-court decision 
that became the most significant Supreme Court 
ruling to date in women's rights. 

The sweep of his rulinss has been such that 
in recent years he has frequently been called 
“the real governor of Alabama.” 

This description causes Judge Johnson to wince 
and has put him into a defensive posture of sorts. 
AS 2 frequent speaker before law school groups, 
he lectures states about their political responsibil- 
ity to meet constitutional obligations such as 
zdequate mental treatment.

Stiff Sentences 

Juége Johnson's record as an activist in civil 
rights has concealed another side of the man-- 
his attitude in workaday criminal and civil cases. 
In such cases, he ts known as a hard-line law 
and order ων" who hands out stiff sentences, 
especially to state officals who run afoul of 
federal law. Over the years he has sentenced 
several state legislators and other high-ranking 
state officials to prison terms. 

Reflecting Judge Johnson's attitude toward 
criminals was 2 comment by George Dean, 2 
lawrer who has often appeared in the Mont-

gomery federal courthouse, who, upon hearing 
of the judge's nomination as FEI director, said 
in mock disbelief, “God pity the Mafia.” 

Frank Johnson jr. was born Oct. 29, 1918, 
the oldest of seven children of a county political 
officeholder and a mother whose parents had 
immigrated from Scotland and Bolland. 

His father indulged the children, but Mrs. 
Johnson «who is still living, im frail health) was 
a strict disciplinarian, Relatives say the judge's 
no-nonsense impatience in operating his court is 
inherited from his mother. 

He grew up in the hill coumtry of Winston 
County, Ala., an island of Republicanism in a 
sea of one-party Democratic politics. For several 
years Frank Johnson sr, was the only Republican 
in the Alabama Legislature. 

‘After returning from World War IL, in whicn 
he commanded an infantry unit in combat in 
Normandy, the younger Johnson became active 
in Republican politics in Alabama, supporting hs 
old commander, Gen. Dwight Eiserhower, for 
president. 

Appointed at 37 

His reward was appointment as U.S. attorney 
in Birmingham, where he established a reputa~ 
tion as a zealous prosecutor, On Nov. 7, 1955, 
he became the youngest federal district judge in 
the country at the age of 37. 

Among the first cases he decided was the 
Montgomery bus segregation. case that arose out 
of the boycott led by the late Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King jr. 

In private. the Judge is ἃ man of modest 
tastes. He lives m an inconspicuous, pleasant 
and fully integrated section of town. His diver- 
sions include golf, fishing, raising Great Danes 
and building models of antique grandfather 
clocks, 

His wife, Ruth, who was a Navy officer in 
‘World War ΤΙ, was among the first white teachers 
to take a position in @ black school Mm Moni- 
gomery, which is now fully desegregated, Their 
only son, James, committed suicide two years 
ago at the age of 27. 


Rains Drench South Third of California 


LOS ANGELES. Aus. 18 (AP), 
—Heavy rains that caused fash 
flooding and severe crop damage 
in southern California yesterday 
were of little value in ending the 
state’s two-year drought because 
they fell too quickly to be ab- 
sorbed by the soil. 


As the storms drenched the 
southern third of the state late 
Tuesday and yesterday, forcing 
rural residents to flee and caus- 
ing dozens of accidents in pop- 
ulstel areas, 2 two-week-old 
forest fire near Biz Sur contin- 
ued to blaze on the central 
coast, where no rain fell 

The flooding caused at least 
two deaths and one boy is miss- 
ing, swept away in the surging 
waters of the normally quiet Los 
Angeles River, One man was 
kilied in an auto accident on a 
flooded Malibu street and a wom- 
ἈΠ Was electrocuted while trying 
tu operate an ejeciric pump near 
her flooded home im Imperial 
County, one of the areas hit 
hardest by the more than three 
inches of rain. 


Bus Mishap 


Several persons were injured 
when a Greyhound bus slid into 
ἃ mobile home on Loterstate 6 
near Los Angeles, and officials 
urged that travel through tens 
of thousands of miles in southern 
California's deserts be limited to 


emergencies, A spokesman for 
Imperial Coumty, on the Mexican 
border, estimated that half of the 
county’s roads were impassable. 

Sheriff's planes flew over vast 
stretches of the county’s agri- 
cultural areas, searching for resi- 
dents who might have been 
stranded by the floods, “It's just 
a great big dish of water,” said 
the spokesman, He estimated 
that the country suffered $9.7 mil- 
lion in damages, much of it from 
crop losses, About 70 persons were 
evacuated from their homes.

Ford Co. Recalls 
741.000 Bad Cars 


DETROIT. Aug. 18 (UPI).—An 
estimated 741,000 Fords. Mercurys 
and Lincolns have been recalled 
by the Ford Motor Co, because 
οἱ a defect that could cause en- 
gine fan blades to break off. 

Involved in the recall are 1976 
and 1977-model standard-size 
Fords ang Mercurys and 1977- 
model Lincolns. 

Ford officials warned service 
technicians and owners against 
operating the engines with the 
hoods open until the possibly 
defective fans have been replaced. 
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brush fire destroyed 250 plush 
houses Jast month, piled sand- 
bags on the blackened hills to 
prevent mudslides, 

The heavy rains also forced 
the postponement of the second 
flight of the space shuttle En- 
terprise which had tentatively 
been set for Aug. 30.

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New Thrust for the Concorde 


When President Ford's transportation sec- 
retary. Wiliam Coleman. set up a program 
for experimental landings of the supersonic 
Concorde in American airports, he referred 
to much of the opposition to that program 
as stemmuns from “uninformed emotion.” 
Now. a year and a half later. when the ex- 
perimental period should have been ending. 
emotion 1s still barring the Concorde from 
New York's Kennedy Airport, and the latest 
ruling oy a federal judge must vontend 
with it. 

For the Port Authority of New York and 
New Jersey. which operates Kennedy, has_ 
come under a good deal of fire for some ot 
its methods ‘including “business” trips by 
its officials) but it Is not likely to want τὸ 
offend the residents in the neighborhood of 
the airport. who can vote, and demonstrate, 
and who have support from environmental- 
ists around the country. And those resi- 
dents seem less interested in testing the 
noise levels of the Concorde than in avoiding 
any possible increase in overhead sound in 
a community which is already subjected to 
much of it, 

That attitude. which has already expressed 
itself in demonstrations that blocked the 
roads into Kennedy. seems to have been the 
major reason why the Port Authority has 
spent so much time and money tn trying to 
work out systems for testing noise levels— 
meanwhile barring the Concorde from land- 
ing. It is also why the authority will appeal 
the latest federal court decision, which re- 
buked its delays. The federal court was 
chiefly concerned with asserting uation2l 
control over the airways: the Port Authority 
was chiefly concerned with what New York 
City’s Mayor Beame (who ts seeking re-elec- 


tion’ called “the American tradition of home 
rule and local control.” 


So Concorde landings at Kennedy, which 
the British and French consider essential to 
any economic prospects for the fast but 
enstly plane. are stil stalled. The national 
aspects of the case may yet triumph, Dut it 
is certain to be at the expense of local and 
state tensions. 

This might have been avoided if the United 
States had imitated the French program of 
limiting night jet ilights to Orly and build- 
ing another airport, De Gaulle, which has 
some of its namesake's qualities of grandeur 
and remoteness. But the Eastern coast of 
the United States has a concentration of 
population and to bulid a new alrport farther 
inland. which Was considered. would have 
Meant that the jets and supersonic planes 
would have had to fly over many more 
homes. So the practical problems. as well 
as the emotions involved, are considerable; 
the advantages to an American aircraft in- 
dustry that abandoned its plans for super- 
sonic commercial planes are remote, 

Nevertheless, there are national interests 
involved in permitting the Concorde to land, 
and there is national authority over air 
routes and landing rights. These have been 
sustained by federal courts, and may well 
continue to be, 
New York before too long, and if the ex- 
perience in Washington offers any criterion, 
without disastrous effects on local commun- 
ities. But both Britain and France should 
remember that it is these latter which form 
the principal obstacles, and that if New York 
imitates Tokyo in blocking the Concorde, }5 
will not be a national, but a local, policy that 
will be responsible. 


A Good Way to Build a Pipeline 


When negotiators from Canada and the 
United States meet shortly to seek agreement 
on a natural gas pipeline, they will be spared 
the slipshod planning that preceded con- 
struction of the pipeline for Alaskan oil, The 
reason, surprisingly. is the National Envi- 
ronmental Policy Act, a law often portrayed 
as the natural enemy of vast engineering 
projects, 

The act, which became effective. in 1970, 
makes society look before it leaps—requiring 
that the environmental impact of all major 
federally approved projects be assessed be- 
fore they are mndertaken. These assessments 
have been criticized as red tape with which 
environmentalists can tie up public and 
private development schemes. But in fact 
environmental impact statements, when 
properly prepared, can stimulate creative 
thinking; they require responsible officials 
to consider alternatives.

Eivis Presley 

The BEC broke into its evening program 
schedule to announce the death of Elvis 
Presley. an honor uSually accorded only to 
leading world statesmen. Yet it was not 
inappropriate. While Presley himself was an 
indifferent singer and musician, performing 
for the most part mediocre songs, a poor 
actor and, it seems. a totally uninteresting 
person. the phenomenon which he became 
was of considerable social significance. Al- 
though his own supremacy lasted only a few 
years. from 1956 to the end of that decade, 
that period saw an irrevocable change in 
the balance of American society for which. 
if he was not entirely responsible single- 
handed. he was the dominant figure. Presley 
gave to the young. the under twenties, a 
sense of separate identity which they had 
not had before. but which has stnce become 
one of society's most potent forces all over 
the world. He was the catalyst of the still 

. unabated youth revolution. 


Be was responsible, more than any other 


entertainer, for the manifestation of what 
has since come to be called the generation 
gap: a youth which spoke its own language, 
had its own heroes, its own music and its 
own standards and which cared little for 
those of thelr parents’ generation. The dif- 
ference between the fifteen-year-old and a 
thirty-year-old was no longer merely one of 
age and experience. The two belonged, in a 
very real sense, to different cultures, mu- 
tually incomprehensible and suspicious. The 
teenager came into his own. as a separate 
group of society and as a new and recog- 
nizable social and parental problem... 
Presley's music, unlike most of its prede- 
cessors in the popular field, was classless and 
not almed at a particular racial group. 
“Rock 'n' roll” truly became the music of 
all American youth. Presiey was not strictly 
the first to sing it, nor was he the best, bot 
his influence was unquestionably pre-emi- 
nent. The results of the upheaval which he 
presided over are with us to this day.

Tunisia: A Test on Rights for Carter 


RINCETON, N.J.—"Tunisia is 

a jewel compared to the coun- 
tries on either side of her— 
indeed, compared to other Arab 
and Third World countries in 
general.” 

Edward Muleahy, the United 
States ambassador. was speaking 
with us in his office. A small 
American delegation that includ- 
ed Ramsey Clark and ourselves 
had met with him in June after 
arriving in Tunis to attend a 
human-rights conference sponsor- 
ed by a moderate group of 
political leaders, including seven 
former ministers, who are strug~ 
ling to re-establish some dem- 
ocratic prerogatives in their coun- 
wr. 

The government had banned 
the conference at the last minute. 
But no force was used by either 
side. Several of the conference 
organizers had been interior min- 
isters in past governments and 
dealt with police officials on a 
first-name basis. And our friends 
who hoped to use the confer- 
ence to start a new organization, 
the National Council for Public 
Liberty, were also undaunted, if 
perturbed. They responded to 
police action by moving a recep- 
tion to the airport where the 
president, Hassib Ben Ammar, a 
former defense minister. former 
mayor of Tunis and once head 
of the country's single party, 
made an impassioned speech. 


Courage 


The speech was a courageous 
act of resistance in a country 
that has outlawed all forms of 
political opposition, It called 
simply for the basic right to hold 
such meetings, to have the bene- 
fits of freedom of speech end 
freedom of assembly. and to have 
the right to publish a newspaper. 

In all their statements. the 
reformers have been careful not 
to attack the ailing 74-year-old 
Habib Bourguiba, President of 
Tunisia since independence from 
France was achieved in 1956 after 
2 struggle in which these in- 
dividuals. now opponents, pleyed 
Jeading roles, 

Afier 21 years of independence, 
from the perspective of the Unit- 
ed States Embassy. Tunisia is “a 
jewel,” the concerns of Mr. Ben 
Ammar and his friends are only 
the stirrings of frustrated poli- 
ticians seeking to return to power, 
and the whole situation so far is 
one that falls outside the scope 
of President Carter’s avowed com- 
mitment to promote human rights. 

And given the horror stories 
about other parts of the world 
these days, it must be acknowl- 
edged that the situation in Tu- 
nisia, though worsening, is mild. 
The use of torture to prepare 
show trials, to instill fear in the 
oppositior. and to stem growin: 
dissidence is. however, becoming 
commonplace and has been con- 
firmed br Amnesty International 
and others, 


Authoritarianism 


Tunisia is moring toward 
greater authoritarianism and, 
when Mr. Bourguiba passes from 
the scene, there is good reason to 
expect the onset of intense re- 
pression. combined. quite likely, 
with insurrectionary terror. Tu- 
nisia may not be a jewel after 
all, but rather a time bomb 
getting set to explode. 

Tunisia is a country that might 
‘be saved from becoming a horror 
story by immediate action, by the 
realization on Mr. Bourgutha’s 
own part that by turning to this 
group of political moderates seek- 
ing an increase in pubile liberties 
he may be able to preserve such 
real achievements of his rule as 
women's rights, mass education. 
and improvements in the standard 
of living of poor people, 

The Wider point here is that 
ἃ human-rights perspective must 
emphasize positive possibilities 
for democratic me 25 wel] as 
contend against the worst ex-~ 
cesses of ant:democratic rule.

Busy Times for Appraisers 


Collectors Ask What’s It Worth? 


By Isadore Barmash 


YORE (NYT)!.—Whether 
the owner has ἃ Norman Rock- 
well original or a collection of 
1%th-century beer steins, he is 
likely to wonder what the priced 
possessions would bring in cash. 
Lately. however, factors other 
than curiosity are creating busy 
times for appraisers. According 
to Timothy Tetlow. an active ap- 
praiser and consultant, inflation 
and higher taxes are feeding a 
demand for knowledgeable ap- 
praisals to fix realistic values in 
a fluctuating economy, 

“The inereased demand also 
arises from the fear of theft or 
possible loss of valued objects.” 
Says Tetlow, a 37-year-old former 
executive of Sotheby Park Bernet 
who ventured out on his own 
three years ago. Since then he 
has carried out numerous apprais- 
als for companies and individuals, 

Sometimes. an overlooked item 
may have a surprising market 
value. The head of a large pub- 
lishing company asked him to 
evaluate a collection of 175-year- 
old toy soldiers. As the appraiser 
Studied the collection, he noticed 
8. silver tray on @ sideboard and 
asked, “What's that?” 

“Oh, just an old Tiffany tray.” 
was the reply. 

Teitow weighed the tray on the 
“There's about 
100 ounces of silver in it, it's worth 
55,000.” 

Another time, after Teltow had 
to tell a Connecticut woman that 
Several items were not nearly as 
valuable as she bad assumed, he 
asked if there were anything else. 

Reluctantly, she mentioned a 
27-inch-high metal seulpture of 
@ snake attacking a mountain 
lion, which she said she hated. 

Be authenticated it as a work 
of Alexander Procter, & 181:}- 
century American sculptor. Its 
value was at least $4,000. The 
owner sold it at auction. 

Corporations and individuals 
usvaliy have specific reasons for 
seeking an appraisal, Teltow has 
found. The company that owned 
ἢ pair of Norman Rockwell paint- 
ings was concerned about them 
because of ἃ recent fhury of 
thefts, The pictures hung near 
an elevator, easily accessible, and 
the management decided it need- 
ed an up-to-date evaluation. 

“Two decades aga, the paintings 
might bave been worth $1,000 
apiece. But I appraised them 
at $25,000 each,” he said. 

Does everything go up in value? 
Unfortunately, no. 

“Much depends upoo age and 
condition. A rolled-up thread- 
bare oriental rug may seem to 
have little value, but it could be 
a semi-antique. Even if it is in 
peor consition, if hes some value.” 


A true antique rug is at least 
100 years old, he explained. 

Appraisals should be updated 
every three years, Tetlow advised. 
particularly for oriental art and 
paintings. which tend to fluciu- 
ate more in price than other 
valuables,

MUNICH. Aug. 18 (AP).—Five years after the Munich 
Olympics, the Bavarian capital reported today that—uniike 
Rome, Tokyo, Mexico Clty and probably Montreskeit has 
reaped substantia] financial returns on its investment, 


Since the end of the 197% games, more than 71 milion 
persons have paid to see about 500 special events in Olympia~ 
park or simply to visit the retreation-and-sports complex, 
which rates as the largest to Western Europe. 


‘When the game facilities were finished. the West German 
government shed fimanciel responsibility for the project by 
paying the city of Munich 130 million deutsche marks. “This 
amount hasn't even been touched yet,” an Olympiapark spokes- 
man said. He added that the sum crew to 142 million marks
